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lL. At the Congress of Journalists organized by Genaro Carnero Cheea’s Federa= 
tion of Journalists of Peru, which was finally inaugurated on 1 October 
1959, Carnero Checa was nominated for the office of President of the Fede 
eration but declined the honor, Carnero reportedly declined the nomination, 
in spite of the desire of his followers for him to continue as President of 
the Federation, on the basis that he did not want to create a "personalista" 
policy in the organization, * 


2. Gaston Aguirre Morales, a member of the staff of La Cronica, was elected 
President. Aguirre is reported to be a conservative, but at the same time 
is said to be friendly with the Communists. The following Communists and 
fellow-travelers were among the newly elected officers of the Executive Com 
mittee of the Federation:

structions to the Party's Secretariat from Jorge del Prado and the Arequipa 
Departmental Comittee. 


4¢ Communist elements, including Julio del Prado, Antenor del Pozo, Alfredo Mathews , 
Julio C. Arriaran, Juan Francisco Castillo, and Guillermo Villavicencia, introe 
duced and supported the following resolutions during the Congress:

6. Gerardo Uzategui reportedly asked the Congress in private session to draft 
a cormunique to the government, requesting that amnesty be -ranted to Eudocio 
Ravines, Peruvian Communist and prominent journalist now in exile. A letter 
from havines was read to the Committee by Uzatesui, indicating that he was 
presently in ilexico and on the staff of a publication known as Excelsior,
